CROCODILES IN AMERICA 


Old World Reptile Lives with Florida 
Alligators. 

While cruising on the west coast of 
Florida, word reached us that Uie fa¬ 
bled Florida crocodile bail become a 
reality. The news was brought by a 
guide, who, years before, bad told us, 
of "alligators that were not alliga¬ 
tors.” which lived near the Everglades. 
With him at the Uelui,' for three days 
we threaded narrow channels and sail¬ 
ed over broad bays, oftentimes with 
less than six inches of water under our 
keel. Then, late one afternoon, our 
hearts were gladdened, for we. saw—a 
crocodile! 

He was swimming rapidly beneath 
the surface of the water. Quickly 
launching a skiff, we poled iu pursuit, 
following him by the roiled water iu 
his wake. After nearly an hour of ex¬ 
hausting maneuvering we got one 
chance with a harpoon. Fortune favor¬ 
ed me this time, and 1 first struck 
our largest crocodile.

With a boat at each 
end of the short preek where we found 
him. we drove him back aud forth, and 
struck him seventeen times before we 
got two harpoons fast in him, and dar¬ 
ed to put enough strain on the lines to 
pull him ashore. My boat was the near¬ 
est as he came slowly into the shoal 
water. As be got opposite the bow, 
where I was standing, his huge jaws 
opened, the side of my boat was en¬ 
folded, and, but for the breaking of a 
tooth, this account might be an obitu¬ 
ary. Making due allowance for the 
missing end of bis tail, bitten off in 
snipe ancient tight, tbe length of this 
crocodile fairly passed tbe fourteen- 
foot mark.

GREELEY’S REVENGE 


Outcome ot tlie Editor’* Tifl With 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton. 

The late Elizabeth Cady Stanton was 
particularly apt at retort, and one of 
her swift parries of a thrust delivered 
by Horace Greeley against her favorite 
doctrine of woman suffrage is historic. 

“Madam,” said Horace one day dur¬ 
ing the civil war, “the ballot and the 
bullet go together. If you want to 
vote, are you ready to light?” 

“Certainly, sir,” she responded. “I 
am ready to fight, just as you are fight¬ 
ing. through a substitute.” 

Notwithstanding their differences of 
opinion, Mrs. Stanton and Greeley 
were personally friendly until the New 
York constitutional convention of 1868. 
A woman suffrage clause was strenu¬ 
ously pressed upon that body and as 
vigorously opposed by Mr. Greeley. 
One day, after the Tribune editor had 
made some particularly rasping re¬ 
marks upon the subject, George Wil- 
Uara Curtis rose and said; 

“I have the honor. Mr. Chairman, to 
present a petition in fa vor of the wom¬ 
an suffrage a mend men; signed by Mrs. 
Horace Greeley and 30 » other ladies.” 

Greeley was furious and rightly as¬ 
cribed the appearance of the memorial 
at that moment to Mrs. Stanton. 

“Why did you not put my wife’s 
maiden name on that petition and call 
her Mary Cheney Greeley?” he de¬ 
manded the next time they met. 

“Because,” said Mrs. Stanton, “I 
wanted all the world to know that 
Horace Greeley's wife protested against 
her husband’s report on the suffrage 
amendment.” 

“All right,” retorted the editor. “Here¬ 
after you shall always he spoken of in 
the Tribune ns Mrs. Henry B. Stan¬ 
ton.” And so it was to the time of her 
death, although the name of Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton was known to hundreds 
of thousands who could not identify 
the woman by the appellation under 
which the Tribune, for revenge, tried 
to obscure her fame.—Pilgrim.

The vendor's interest in a partially 
performed contract to purchase land 
of which the vendee has been put in 
possession is held, in Bowen vs. Lan¬ 
sing (Mich.), 57 L. R. A. 643, to pass 
to his personal representative on his 
death, and not to be subject to execu¬ 
tion for the debts of his heir. The na¬ 
ture of the interest of vendor or ven¬ 
dee in a land contract, as real or 
personal property, is considered in a 
note to this ease. 

A contract between a sheriff and his 
deputy, providing that the deputy as 
such shall collect all the taxes and 
do all the work of the sheriff’s office 
in one district, and that lie shall have 
all the fees and commissions allowed 
by law upon the work done by him, 
and in consideration thereof shall pay 
the sheriff $100 a year, is held, in 
White vs. Cook (W. Va.), 57 L. R. A. 
417, to be in violation of the State 
statutes prohibiting the sale or farm¬ 
ing of any office under the laws of 
the State. 

The contract of a married woman 
as surety on a note is held, in Union 
National Bank vs. Chapman (N. Y.), 
57 L. R. A. 513, to be governed by the 
law of the place where her signature 
is affixed and the instrument deliv¬ 
ered to the payee, although the note 
is payable in another State, and, as 
against the makers, has no valid in¬ 
ception until its negotiations in the 
later State if the surety has no knowl¬ 
edge that it is to be negotiated there, 
or intention that her contract shall 
be governed by the laws of that State. 
The subject of conflict of laws as to 
capacity of a married woman to con¬ 
tract is discussed in a note to this 
case.

! JEALOUSY AN ABUSED SENTIMENT.

Jealousy is a. constitutional psychological mal¬ 
ady. and when born in one is difficult to conquer. 
It poisons the dearest joys of life; it penetrates 
into all the pores of the skin. Every drop of 
water is saturated with its venom; it impreg¬ 
nates every mouthful of bread. II transforms 
the man who loves into a soldier, always in arms, 
his ear strained, his eye alert. The jealous man 
carefully watches, he always doubts, always suf¬ 
fers. lie questions the past, the present, the future. Iu a 
caress lie seeks a falsehood, iu a kiss indifference, in love 
hypocrisy. What a life of torment! 

Jealousy not being an elementary psychic phenomenon, 
but u variable mixture, takes different ethnic forms as 
numerous as they are varied. The jealousy of a number 
of oriental peoples is familiar. Of all Europeans the Ital¬ 
ians, Spaniards, and, above all, the Portuguese, are the 
most jealous. In America the Brazilians are the most jeal- 
i ous. Jealousy is necessarily stronger In polygamous peo¬ 
ples tlinu among monogamous. And just as it has already 
diminished in the monogamous society it will tend 1o de¬ 
crease in Hie future, when marriage will no longer be 
sanctified without love, when the choice will always be 
reciprocal, when every trace of hypocrisy shall have dis¬ 
appeared from the relations of the sexes. 

! Can we love any one more dearly than our children? 
Certainly not. Yet we are not jealous of those wllo love 
them, although father and mother with sublimity vie with 
each other as to who can love them the most Love your 
| companion in love in the same way. But this is vain coun¬ 
sel. words thrown to the wind. 

FEDERAL AID NEEDED IN HIGHWAY DEVELOPMENT. 

By Representative Walter P. Brow mow of Tennessee. 

The laet that the l nited States government 
lias taken no substantial part in building or 
maintaining public highways in this country for 
the last two generations is accepted by runny 
people as final proof that the general government 
Is forbidden, either by constitutional limitations 
or by souud public policy, from engaging in any 
such internal Improvement. 

Ou the other hand it should be noted that no 
j system of public highways was ever built up or main¬ 
tained iu any country without the substantial aid of the 
general government. The almost universal lack of Im¬ 
provement in our public road system is directly referable 
to the fact that we have had no well established national 
road policy. Those who have done most to agitate for 
permanent improvements have found that the farmers of 
! the country have almost Invariably been opposed to any 
general and durable roads; although it is generally con¬ 


ceded that the farmers would be benefited as much, if not 
more, than auy other class of people by sueh roads. 

The real reason for the farmer’s objection is found In 
tbe fact that, according to the ordinary scheme of improve¬ 
ment, lie would be called upon to pay the entire burden of 
cost; which he intuitively feels to he greater than he ought 
to bear, if not greater than he is able to bear. 

Considering this loug continued opposition by the pimple 
in the rural districts, and the lack of policy on the part of 
the general government, aud especially considering that 
road building is undoubtedly a public duty which rests 
upon the government in some form, it seems, clear that the 
farmers are entitled to some assistance iu bearing the 
necessary burden of cost to improve the public highways. 
The I nited States government should step forward with 
some definite policy and assume some share of the burden 
aud responsibility which is necessary to produce a credit¬ 
able system of public highways. What we have seen and 
are seeing in the development of rural free mail delivery 
should be repeated in the matter of permanent Improvemnts 
to the highways. 

t\ hat members of Congress want is an expression from 
their constituencies showing wlmt is desired iu the several 
districts. There arc many rural districts which have no 
great rivers, or great harbors, or great cities which entitle 
them to public buildings; but there is no district but has 
many miles of public roads which need to be permanently 
Improved. 

It is a remarkable fait that the United States govern¬ 
ment has already appropriated $1,000,000 to 1‘orto Rico for 
road-building, and another $1,000,000 to the Philippine Isl¬ 
ands; and the Secretary of War has just made an appeal 
to Congress through the President of the United States, 
who. strongly indorses that appeal, to have $11,000,000 ap 
preprinted for the use of the Philippine government. 

TRUSTS’ RIGHTS AND RIGHTFUL USES. 

By. ; Franklin Murphy, Governor of New Jersey. 

There has been much discussion ol’ late on the 
subject of trusts, and New Jersey is largely in¬ 
terested iu the matter by reason of the large 
number of corporations organized under her 
laws. Tlie fees and taxes from these corpora¬ 
tions are sufficient to pay the annual expenses 
of the State, to pay a large proportion of the cost 
of our public education, and to leave a handsome 
surplus besides. Other States, envious of our 
prosperity, have copied our laws, reduced their fees, and 
solicited otir business. 

As a matter of fact, there are few. if any, real trusts, 
aud the name is given promiscuously to large corporations 
of all kinds, especially if composed of a combination of a 
number of smaller concerns. It is a wrong use of the term 
and it carries an unjust inference, but it lias come into 
common use. 

The country has no more occasion for alarm than tlie 
Arab 1ms for an Ifrit or we have for the ogre of our child¬ 
hood. Aud were the situation really threatening, I still 
would have supreme faith in the ability of the people of 
the country to protect themselves in any emergency that 
might arise. Tlie danger is not to the people from the greed 
of corporate power asserting itself unwisely, but to the 
corporations themselves. 

Because of this alleged danger it lias become the fashion 
of the day to assail corporations on general principles, and 
tlie public mau who is bold enough to say a word in their 
favor runs the risk of bitter criticism as to Ids motive, as 
if it were a crime to be a stockholder and immoral to be 
tlie friend of a stockholder. It is time the air should he 
cleared. The corporations have their rights, as the indi¬ 
viduals have theirs. We undertake here in New Jersey to 
protect them in their rights. We have taken their money 
and sold them the charters under which they do their busi¬ 
ness. We continue to take their money each year iu the 
shape of taxes, for which we give them the continued pro¬ 
tection of our laws. 






LONDON WOMAN INSPECTORS 

They Are Trained for Duty and Fill 
Important Posts. 

Ill view of the recent victory of worn- 
i an principals here in the struggle for 
recognition In the selection of the high¬ 
er officers of the school system, it is in¬ 
teresting to look abroad and see how 
| the “weaker sex” are faring in their 
| endeavors to obtain a footing in posi- 
i tious from which they have hitherto 
been excluded iu Loudon. On Jan. 15 
a meeting was held by the Linnaean 
Society to discuss whether women 
should be admitted to fellowship. A 
1 circular having been sent to the mem¬ 
bers requesting votes on the question, 
301 answered favoring their admission, 
120 negatived it. while 313 were still to 
; be heard from. The Botanic Society 
■ already admits them. 

As sanitary inspectors women are 
rapidly gaining ground In London. They 
j were utilized as inspectors of the slums 
of the overcrowded city of Glasgow 
ninny years ago, but it was not until 
i 1893 that London followed the exurn- 
! pie. The vestry of Kensington nppoint- 
| ed two in that year. They have been 
found such a success that there are 
' now twenty-two women employed in 
I that capacity under the borough coun¬ 
cils, at salaries ranging from $400 to 
$750 a year. The work consists in tlie 
Inspection of nil publle places where 
Women work, including homes where 
they take In outside work, tenement- 
house visiting, and last, but by no 
means lenst, the Investigation of causes 
of infectious disease. These inspectors 
must be trained and undergo an exam¬ 
ination before being eligible for a 
berth. Their training embraces the 
study of physics and chemistry in rela¬ 
tion to air, water, soli and vegetation, 
also municipal hygiene and building 
! construction. 


IRELAND'S JOAN OF ARC. 

! Maud Goune to Wed an Irishman Who 
Fought with the Boers. 

Announcement is made of the be¬ 
trothal in France of Maude Gonne, the 
Irish Joan of Arc and the fair high 
priestess of Irish revolution, and Major 
John McBride, who with the Ameri¬ 
can, Col. John Y. Fillmore Blake, com¬ 
manded the Irish brigade in South Af¬ 
rica during the Boer war. 

Miss Gonne for more than a decade 
has been a strong and ardent champion 
of Irish Independence and Is well 
known in this country, where she has 
lectured in favor of the cause so dear 
to her. Most of her time sine* she 
became a champion of Ireland ha* been 


spent in France, and iu Paris she con¬ 
ducts a paper in advocacy of her prin¬ 
ciples. 

She was not always an Irish sympa¬ 
thizer. She was born In Dublin, the 
daughter of an Irishman of aristocrat¬ 
ic lineage, and who once held the post 
of military attache to the British em¬ 
bassy at St. Petersburg. The misery 
and distress which she saw on every 
side in Ireland greatly Impressed her 
compassionate heart, hut during tlie 
lifetime of her parents she was held 
in cheek by their loyal sentiments. 
When, however, she found herself at 
tlie age of 19 an orphan and possessed 
of a goodly inheritance, she decided to

devote her life to the amelioration of 
tlie conditions surrounding her. She 
would go iiaioug tlie evicted tenants, 
preaching to them the necessity of ral¬ 
lying to the cause of home rule. That 
her labors were effective is proved by 
the fact that the British government 
issued an order for her arrest. She fled 
to France before the arrest could be 
■ made. She has often visited Ireland 
since, but has not been molested. 

Miss Gonne Is a beautiful woman 
and is a forcible writer and lecturer. 
Major McBride Is a native of County 
Mayo, Ireland, and since the close of 
the Boer war has been living In 
France.

POINTS ABOUT TURTLES. 

They Arc Not So Much I,lkr One An¬ 
other nn Many People Think. 

; In moist places in the fields and 
meadows may be found the wood tor¬ 
toise, a sober sort of turtle of a brown 
or reddish brown color above, tlie shell 
having a ridge in its middle along the 
! back, says Nature Study. Each plate of 
\ tbe shell underneath lias a black 
! blotch. 

in mud holes and in small ponds, of¬ 
ten resting on a log or stone above the 
water, one may almost always find the 
painted turtle, which has the margin 
of the shell marked red, while the shell 
I underneath is yellow. These turtles 
| are not so easily captured as the wood i 
[ turtles, for they arc rather timid and 1 
often slip into the water when np- 
! pronehed, but with patience and iu- 
I genuity they can bo outwitted at last 
and one secured for examination. 

| It will lie rare good fortune to find n 
turtle at a meal and see him hold his 1 
food, sometimes with one fore foot, 
sometimes with the other, but never 
with both at once, as cats and dogs | 
often do. 

After watching hint for awhile try to 
find whether he always draws his tail j 
in on the same side of his box house. 
Experiment with the same turtle over 
and over; then sometimes try other tur¬ 
tles in the same way and find' out for 
yourself whether turtles vary in this 
matter of hiding away their tails. This 
is more important than you can imag¬ 
ine. If all the animals and plants of 
tlie same sort were always the same 
there would never be any change in 
tbe living world. 

Count the toes on the fore feet and 
on the hind feet, noticing whether 
there are tlie same number all around. 
As you find other turtles, particularly 
in different parts of the country, if you 
travel about, or in such museums as j 
you can visit, see wliat differences you 
can find in this matter of tlie number ! 
and arrangement of turtles’ toes. It is 
not so silly ns it may appear to some i 
people. Notice also that some turtles 
have webbed feet, to enable them to 
swim tbe better. 

Manage in some way to open the tur¬ 
tle’s mouth and find whether it lias 1 
teeth, or only hard and rather sharp 1 
cutting edges along the jaws. Touch 
the eyes gently witli a small slick and 
see the turtle draw a thin skiu over , 
them. This is the third eyelid, the same 
ns iu hens, pigeons and birds generally. 
Notice that the feet and tail are cov¬ 
ered with scales; then some time exam- ! 
lne the' foot of a hen or pigeon and see • 
that.tbey are scaly also. In this mat- 
! ter of the third eyelid and the scales 
| the birds and tlie turtles have features 
| In common. Perhaps some time you 
will Ipuru how it happened and will 
find it a very interesting story.—New 
I York Tribune.

Tito Bible was not divided into chap¬ 
ters, ns it is now, until tbe thirteenth 
century. Early Hebrew Bibles were 
marked into sections and verses by 
means of accents, which served ns 
marks to be observed In the eastern 
manner of rending. The work of di¬ 
viding the Bible into chapters' has been 
attributed by some to Stephen Lang- 
ton. The division into versos was made 
by n printer of the name of Robert 
Stephens in 1548 and was adopted 
throughout nil editions.

“It used to be considered a witticism 
to ask a titan whether he spoke United 
States,” said an English university 
man at tlie Lawyers' club tlie other day, 
“but there is iu fact an American lan¬ 
guage, distinctive from the king’s Eng¬ 
lish not only iu idioms and iu the use 
of particular words, blit in the clipping 
of words to save time and breath. On 
this side of tin' Atlantic one scarcely 
ever bears ‘I have’ and ‘you are.’ Y’ou 
hurrying Americans say ‘I’ve’ anil 
‘you're.’ You shorten up ‘cannot’ into 
‘can’t,’ and your purest speakers use 
‘don’t’ and ‘won't,’ and il is almost a 
universal habit among Americans to 
clip the ‘g’ off words ending in ‘ing.’ 
Even your professors of English fail 
to sound the ■«*’ in ‘righteous’ and ‘cour¬ 
teous’ and shorten ‘knowledge’ Into 
'knoledge.' I might recite scores of 
words that are practically shortened 
Gy a syllable in usage, and as usage 
makes language you Americans are 
gradually constructing a speech that 
is quite distinct from that form of 
English which Oxford and Cambridge 
are preserving with such care.”—New 
York Times. i

with tlie English language without be¬ 
ing aware how deep an impress has 
been left upon them by the art and 
practice of falconry.
